The nursery is on the southwest corner at the first four 
corners after leaving Elkhart. 


All nursery stock is shipped prepaid unless other- 
wise mentioned. 

All stock is guarenteed to be true to name and in 
good growing condition at the time of delivery. Any 
stock that may seem *o be not up to our guarantee must 
be returned to the nursery IMMEDIATELY upon receipt 
for adjustment. ‘In no case will we be resconsible fur- 
ther than we may replace the stock or refund the pur- 
chase price. We make evéry effort.to ship stock at 
proper planting time and stock must not be allowed to 
dry out before planting. 

In the case of dahlias, it is sometimes impossible to 
see eyes on some varieties and Occasionally some roots 
are shipped which wiil not grow. All our dahlias are 
numbered with indelible ink which will not fade out 
in the ground. If any dahlias do not come up within rea- 
sonable time, dig tnem up and if they do not show any 
sprouis, return tiem to us and we will replace them 
without charge.

We co not ship dahlia plants to anyone. Very few 
outside of specialists are equipped for or have the know- 
lod-e to use clants and get satisfactory results. Tubers 
are safe for shipping and are sure to give satisfactory re- 
sults. 


We shin on all orders for gladioli a mixture of No. 1, 
No. 2 and No. 3 bulbs. We do this for this very good 
reason: If we sent all of one size bulbs, they would all 
come in b!oom eat about the same time and be gone 
within two weeks. By sunplying a mixture of sizes the 
blooming period is extended to about six weeks. We 
believe our customers appreciate this. 


Our terms are cash with order. We will ship €.O.D. 
by express collect if 50%. of the amount is sent with the 
order. 


We are uncer rigid Stete !nspection and shin only 
such stock as has been inspected and nassed. This ap- 
plies to gladioli as we'l as all other stock. Our glads are 
inspected twice in the field and once in the stor- 
age before shipment. 


Our glads are all what we consider good cut flower 
varieties. We do not list novelties of no cut flower val- 
ue. Varieties are tested as cut flowers and those that 
do not measure up to a good cut flower standard are dis- 
carded. 


In 1946 we sold almost three times as many dollars 
worth of nursery stock as we did in 1943. We have ad- 
vertised very little. We believe that this phenominal 
increase has been largely due to our customers being 
satisfied in their dealings with us and telling their 
friends and acquaintances. We make it a daily practice 
to tell the customer the truth about nursery stock 
whether it helps our business or costs us a sale.

Experiment with this and. don’t use too much as it will. 
hurt the flowering. | 


For leaf hoppers and red spiders, we prefer a dust of 
sulfur which contains about 3% of DDT. We prefer to 
put it on in the mornings when the dew is still on the 
piants. If there is trouble with plant lice, nicotine sul- 
pnate is the best material to use in the spray. 


At the end of the season, after the plants are froz- 
en down, then dig the roots. Great care must be used 
in the digging or the necks of the roots will be broken 
and then they are ruined. Two persons, each with a 
shovel, can lift the roots up and set them on the ground 
with very little disturbing of the roots. Then carefully 
remove the dirt. Cut the top back close to the roots, 
and cover with dry sand or sawdust. The covering will 
prevent the evaporation which ruins roots, 


When the eyes begin to show in the spring, the 
clump of roots may be divided so that each root will 
have an eye attached. Many persons prefer to leave 2.or 
three roots together but we find no advantage in this. 
lf desired the roots can then be potted or put in a cold 
frame and later transplanted to the garden when the 


weather is suitable, 


CULTURE OF DAHLTAS 


There is very little gained by extra early planting. 
Dahlias make most of their growth in the latter part of 
the summer. In the latitude of Northern Indiana from 
May 15 to June 1 is the proper time for planting. Dahl- 
ias are vigorous growers and so will do best in a good 
soil with plenty of water and good drainage. 

A good way to plant’is to dig a trench six or eight 
inches deep in which to lay dahlias. Fill to a depth of 
two to three. inches. When the dahlias get above the 
trench gradually fill it up or even hill it up as this will 
support the dahlia stock. In field culture we plant the 
roots about 15 in. apart. In gardens where it is desire- 
able to grow a large plant with as many blooms as pos- 
sible, it is better to plant the roots at least 2 feel apart. 

To prevent the plants growing too tall and to in- 
crease the number of flowering branches, when the 
plant has six or eight leaves, pinch out the top bud. This 
will force out branches from the side of the stock and 
will make a more sturdy plant. 

To produce the finest flowers it is desirable to prac- 
tice disbudding. If left to itself the plant will produce 
more flowering buds than it can grow to the largest 
size. When the terminal bud on each branch gets to 
the size of a dime, pinch off the side buds on that 
branch and you will get a much finer flower. 

Do not over water. Give them a good soaking about 
once a week when they need it and then let them alone 
until they need it again. A small amount of a nitrate fer- 
tilizer scattered on the ground around the plant before 
watering if sprinkling is practiced will push the growth.
